ALBANY, August 4.— A circular of the 


National Eight-Hour Committee, -which 
had charge of labor legislation during 
the session of Congress, is bomg cii'cu- 
latael here. Ex-Congressman March of 
Maiue signs tho circular, as Cliiumiun 
of the committee. The circular states 
that tho Southern Congressman voted 
against all labor measures. 
The re- 


port is of a confidential nature and is 
made in response to numerous inquiiies 
of •workiogmen's associations from all 
parts of tho country. Tho committee 
says: 
' 'To our minds tho fact remains lhat 


even if the solid Soiith should be broken 
up, politically, tho now party lines 
would find it on all moabtires o£ an 
economical nature as fully solid. It is 
not so much the blocdy shut as the 
ragged sbirt which binds them iunniou. 
"Without departing from our province 
•we deem it necessary to add that our ex- 
perience here has convinced us that 
workmen cannot receive aid iu such 
measures ns they may lay before Con- 
gress for its action from a paity in 
which the solid South is tho chief ele- 
ment of strength. In view of this fact, 
as evinced iu the lecont session, we 
recommend them to consolidate their 
strength and vote only for men who will 
not sacrifice their interests to party 
exigencies. 
"For the first timo in our political 


history the Kepublican party has in- 
dorsed specific labor measures. 
Wo re- 


gard this as effect of your associate ac- 
tion upon public opinion. In the logic 
of events, it means that the laborer has 
replaced the slave as tho object of nat- 
ural interest, and that the issues of the 
fature rather than those of the past re- 
ceive consideration. It remains in our 
power to increase this public opinion 
and to hold our candidates for all legis- 
lative offices to a strict recognition of 
this important and hopeful fact. 
"The Democracy, iu thoir platform of 


1884, 
have but the slightest allusion to 


labor. Their real views were shown in 
two nets — first iu the overwherning vote 
by which the labor plank offered by 
General Bntler was lejected, and srooad 
in their nomination ot Governor Cleve- 
land oyer the united protest of the 
var- 


ious trade unions of New York, thereby 
adding insult to injury. 
We believe 


that this protept will grow rather than 
diminish, for in the electioiiof GoverncT 
Cleveland wo would regard all hopa of 
further legislation in the interests of 
labor as futile. 
With 
Cleveland as 


President and a Democratic Cabinet,our 
cause, for the time being, would bo 
lost."

Alnsbn Mines. 
50K3TS.AWEEK. 


[Mining and Scientific Press.] 


We had a conversation this week with 
gentleman who has lately returned 


rom Alaska, where he has been on some 
udning business. 
He 
is 
not very 


avorably impressed with that country 
as a mining region. The climatic condi- 
ions are somewhat unfavorable, and 
here is not much mining going on. In 
a few places only are mines being work- 
ed. There is a good deal of rich float in 
places, but no ledges or deposits of 
quartz were found by the party of which 
our informant was one. He is of the 
opinion that there are not more than 250 
or 300 white men in the whole Territory, 
;hough a much "larger population is 
claimed. 
He visited "SVrangel. where 


there are only forty white men. 
Ouf- 


side of Sitka and Harrisburg there are 
very few white men and not many live at 
these places. At Harrisburg there are 
about 100 white men mining. They have 
plenty of v> ater for five months of the 
year when the ice melts, but the rest of 
the time everything is frozen up. Our 
informant visited Douglas Island, where 
there is a large 
body of low-grade 


quartz. 
They 
prospected 
this with 


a 
five-stamp 
mill, 
and 
are now 


engaged in getting out the lumber, 
etc., for a 120-stamp mill, which id being 
made in this city. The ore will only run 
about i$G per ton, with a good deal of 
sulphurets and very little free gold. The 
stirfuco was richer, but the placer miners 
washed this off. They have water for 
about eight months of the year at this 
place, and the rest of the time every- 
thing is frozen up. The mill will be run 
by water-power. A good company has 
hold of the mine. The ledge is a won- 
derfully wide one and neatly all solid. 
A tunnel was run, showing the ledge to 
be 400 feet wide, nearly all quartz. 
There are one or two other deposits of 
quartz on the island not so large. They 
are all undeveloped and their owners 
hold them at very high figures. One 
party went up this season, taking ma- 
chinery to work cluims, and intending to 
buy. Prices were so high, however, 
they thought they could get better mines 
for less money in California, so returned, 
bringing the machinery back with them. 
He says : " Alaska will never amount to 
anything. The surface of the land is 
completely covered with moss as is this 
floor with carpet." He thinks the land 
is always frozen and Alaska is good for 
nothing but fish and fur. There is gold 
enough, he says, almost everywhere, but 
not in big paying quantities
